That the bodies of the Saints,ſhal ariſe again the ſame 
that they were before,in mattet, ſubſtance,number, with 
the ſame parts and members, the ſame fleſh, skinne, 
veines,blood, bones, fine wes, head,cies,cares,hands and 
feere,lides, and not xe bodies be created, as the EMani- 
ches hold; Albeit the former Scriptures and reaſons 
which cuinced the reſurreRion , may ſufficiently prove; 
yet that the truth may more evidently appeare, I adde
